Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 4-6, 10-25, and 28-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the firmware control to synchronize the data 
delivery by discarding packets acquired from the storage medium until a packet that defines a 
frame boundary is located as indicated by the data marker, inserted by the isochronous data 
processor, at beginning of each of isochronous packet, and then delivering packets to the device, 
as specified in independent claim 4. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest if isochronous packet contains data marker, 
checking whether synchronization indicator is set to a second state from the first state; if 
synchronization is set to the second state, outputting isochronous packet to a requesting device; if 
synchronization indicator is not set to a second state, checking whether isochronous packet 
corresponds to start of a frame; if isochronous packet corresponds to start of frame, setting 
synchronization indicator to second state and outputting isochronous packet to requesting device, 
as specified in independent claim 10. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest reading a data item to determine if it is a 
data marker; when said data marker is identified, reading the next data item to acquire an 
associated isochronous header; determining if the payload associated with the isochronous 
header is a frame boundary; if the packet is not a frame boundary, discarding the packet and 
repeating reading and determining steps; and if the packet is a frame boundary, deliver the packet 
to the device, as specified in independent claim 19.
